WIDESPREAD ALARM: NO DAMAGE, 


hours of August 15th 
various parta of England and Wales 
were visited by an earthquake shock. 
The, disturbance was experienced between 
three a.m..and five o.m., according. to 
the locality affected, and, though the 
worst tremors were felt in the’ Midlands, |: 
the area’ of the visitation extended in, the 
west to Radnorshire and Bristol, in the 
east to Peterborouzh, and in the south to 
Seaton (Devon), New Barnet, ani High-

While the shock was sufficient to cause 
widdspread alarm, to shake. furniture, 
including beds, and to rouse many 
sleepers ‘and bring them anxiously into 
the streets, no serious damage appears to 
have been done, and no obe.was hurt. — 

The visitation, which was of varying 
intensity, and lasted from a few seconds 
to more than a minute, was experienced 
at, among other places:

» People Flock into the Streets. , 

At Presbeign, Radnorshire; the tremor 
fs described as severe. The shock was 
experienced at 4.49 o.m. Buildings 
shook and people rushed into the streats. 
There were subterranean” rumblings. | 
Llandrindod Wells claims to have ex- 
perienced -vibrations as early» as three 
o'clock. , Residents. in New Barnet, High! 
Barnet,” and Highgate, on the other! 
hand, were awakened by earth tremblings 
and -the movement of pictures and fur- 
niture at 4.43, ‘while Bristol had its wine 
dows -and doors shaken a quarter of an 
hour dater. fy 

The effects of. the earthquake were felt 
in Birmingham about/five o'clock, and 
people at first jumped to the conc)usion 
that wn explosion had occurred.. The 
most terrifying experience was in Har- 
borne, where, in Kingscote-road, the 
houses rocked and cracks were left in the 
ceilings: A resident said the wardrobe 
drawers in his bed-room flew ‘open; and 
ly. The shock 
was followed by a, long-drawn-out 
rumbling noise, like a distant. peal cf 
| thunder. ‘ = 

In the Moseley and Sparkhill districts 
residenta say they were awakened by the 
noise to find their, beds swaying and 
articles of. crockery rattling.. With the 
exception, however, that in several cases 
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was thrown .2bout, no damage has been! 
reported. The duration of the tremors is 
variously estimated at from five to sixty 
seconds. 5 : 

The earthquake was‘also felt in Derby- 
shire, and a report from, the village of 
Winster describes the shock’ as of rather 
n severe character. The tremors Iasted 
.fully one ‘minute. . 

Panic at Ludlow. 

At Ludlow, Salop, at five o’clock there 
wag & rumbling noise and then a crash. 
People were shaken. in their beds, and 
tables and pictures rattled. The shock 
lasted about thirty seconds, a ae 

I was awakened at a few midutes. fo 
five by a loud report (said :a resident). | 
This was immediately followed by 
second report, equally loud. I’ jumped 
up.in alarm, and ran out into the street. 
As I went» I noticed everything in the 
room shaking ang rocking to'and fro. 
The ornaments on the mantelpiece shook, 


and some of them fell. Pictures. ort’ the. 


wall swung out, and banged back again. 
The bed itself shook. When I got into 
the street I found that most other people 
had been awakened, and many of them 
gathered jn the- street in their night 
attire. But although it was impossible to 
get. people to go back inside their houses 
for a long time, nothing further happen- 
ed, no one was hurt, and no structure 
damnoge was done. a : te 
. A railway signalman, who, along with 
a policeman, was out in the street at 
Ludlow when the shock occurred, said: 
; 1 heard a rumbling from the north, as: 
if a big lorry was approaching. This 
was followed by o loud noise like that: 
of an,explosion. My companion and I 
hung on to one ‘another until the shock 
passed, and. we then rushed to the lower, 
part of the town. -A amall chimney feil,. 
and crashed on .to the roadway, but .no 
other damage was done." : : 

A resident in, Richards Castle, another 
part’ of the town, described the earth- 
quake as being, like the roar of an express 
train, followed by’ a loud report. 

A police-sergeant in Evesham, Worces~ 
ter, said that at,two minutes to five 
he. was awnkened by the house shaking 
with a sudden jar, “I thought some- 
body next door had fallen out of bed,” 
he, said. ‘‘ But I soon found. that it, was. 


the whole of Evesham, and not only my.} 


bed-room, that was shaking.” 

Tremors, -which lasted ‘for nearly two 
minutes, were felt ‘just before five o’clock 
at Northampton and in the neighbouring 
villages of Kislingbury and Stowe Nine 
Churches, -In ‘the Kettering: district 
many residents were awakened by. the. 
disturbance, which lasted several seconds, 
and was noticed particularly by persons

A distinct shock was felt in Leicester- 
shire about five o'clock. People were 
awakened by the movement of their beds, 
the rattling of windows, and a movement 
that resembled .the shaking of their 
houses. At Ashby-de-la-Zouch the shock 
occurred as the clock-of the parish church 
commenced to strick five, but before the 
chimes had Snsihed the shock had passed. 


i Hereford Shaken, 
Hereford.and the surrounding districts 


were visited by the shock a few minutes |- 


before five o’clock. The occurrence was 
all the more alarming {from the fact’ that 
ir’ was ‘accompanied by a noise as though 
a gole of wind had suddenly arisen. 
This ceased with aloud bang as suddenly 
as it, began. “n 

Workmen who were engaged on repairs 
in. the high road reported a curious inci- 
dent. They all declare that during the 
tremor the town clock struck three times, 
and then immediately afterwards follow- 
ed by striking the correct hour of five. 
The:shock was most violently felt in the 
lower ‘part of the town. People in all 
-parts. were alarmed by their heds being 
raited «and vigorously shaken, 
howled, and even more affected were the 
cats of the town, which, by -meowing and 
dashing about che rooms, showed their 
apprehension. Residents came out of 
their houges in fright, and the whole town 
was-awakened into a state of excitement, 
The shock was felt throughout the county, 
‘but no injury or damage is, reported. 

The last time that there was an earth- 
Nquake shock in Hereford was on January 
96th, 1924, at six o’clock in the morning. 
No daniage was done. a 

A pronounced tremor was felf between 


four and five o'clock at Bedworth, near. 


Nuneaton, Warwickshire. Police Inspec- 
tor Wake, of Bedworth, informed’ our 
Nuneaton correspondent that while in bed 
his wife perceived the tremér. She stat- 
ed that-it resembled a powerful draught 
rushing through the house, and the bed~ 
room .door vrattled and_ the bedstead 
trembled. Mr. Thomas Wyatt, of Bed- 
worth, says that his bedstead ‘shook dis- 
tirctly “four times. At the house of Mr. 
Skaton, a chemist, ornaments were 
shaken. from. a bedroom. mantel-piece. 
Dozens of other Bedworth people ex- 
perienced’the tremor. Yet _a few miles 


distant, at Nuneaton and. Longford, no. 


one appears to have been disturbed. 


Shock at Reading, oy 
Coming south,.there was a distinct 
shock. in Reading, particularly in. ‘the 
west-end of the town, at 4.45. The occup- 
ants of a house in the Bath-road were 
}awnkened by’ Hoors of their, bedrooms 
swaying slightly,-but no noise was heard. 

The tremor lasted many seconds. i 
All. over Banbury (Oxfordshire) the 
earth tremor awoke people. ; 
Just 4 minute or two before five o’clock 
(said a woman yesident) I was awakened 
by, feeling the bed violently shaking; ‘cs 
if somebody .was holding the foot and 
rocking it. I then,,noticed things were 
rocking on the dressing table. At first 
I thought the disturbance ‘had been caus- 
ed’ by a motor-lorry passing the house, 


but I soon realised that it had “taken, 


something bigger than a lorry to shake 
the house like that. The shaking went’ 
on for several, seconds, It. woke every- 
body in’ the. town, but by the time they 
had got out of bed it was all over. 

, An alarming shock was felt at Bath 
just before’ five. Many residenta stated 
that bedroom furniture rattled, and ‘in 
some cases their beds swayed. The shock 
appears to have been more severely felt 
on higher ground, and it js reported'that 


the wall of a house at Weston was crack-, - 


ed; no other structural damage has been 
weported. At Glastonbury olso the shock 
wag severe. . ee Pe Oe 

Between 4.00. and five o'clock earth- 
uake, tremors were felt in: Seaton and 
istrict’ (Devonshire), many, people _get- 
ting ‘up and going downstairs. Beds 
shook and windows rattled. ‘The tremors 
lasted’for about two seconds. No damage

was done. - 
»A-tremor lasting about fifteen seconds 
was felt in Market Drayton and district. 
jnst. before five. , A correspondent, visit- 
ing different parts ofthe district, was 
informed. by many + householders ' that 
they. thought their houses - were goin;

Men talk. of thé Prime Minister or 
someone: being “ outvoted?Sin the Cabi- 
net.

There are no legal difficulties :in' euch 
a course, but only -a, practical one, that 
is, the question whether the diamissal «f 
five or.ten powerful politicians would not 
cause the House of Commons to pass & 
vote of. censure on him.

I never met a single 
individual in Italy who dared'to speak 
a word against Fascism. My tour was 
officially arranged, and I was only taken 
to places where it was thought it would 
be ‘safe. Even if I had‘had freedom’ 1 
do not think I would have met many in: 
dividuals who would have been ‘courage- 
ous enough- to speak. against Fascism: 
They were ‘all unanimots in praise of- 
Fascism and Mussolini,.not only the 
Italians but the English, I found, for 
instance, that our Ambaisador highly 
admires Mussolini. and his doings, and 
was quite sure that Mussolini was the
